1. Proposal of new mobile manufactured home park regulations 
The document outlining the Council’s proposed regulatory changes has been approved as 
drafted by the Council and is contingent upon further action by the DCP Legislative 
Liaison.

2. Connecticut law regarding long-term leases 
All issues resolving long-term leases in Connecticut have been resolved, with the 
exception of the issue of rent increases.  This topic will be revisited in spring of 2016.
